In tle Petition ſhould be ſtated the relative

effectuate what is propoſed according to the intent 
of the parties. In the Petition it ought alſo to be 
ſhewn (that except parties who are to be bound 
in reſpect of the compenſation made them, or for 
other conſiderations) there is not, nor can be any 
perſon that has, or can have, any right or title 


to any compenſation or equivalent. Of the latter

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deſcriptions of perſons are ſuch as are entitled to

to Parliament, according to the following Reſolu- 
yon of the Houſe.

« do lie, for three Sundays, in the Months of 
« Auguſt and September, or either of them, im- 
6 mediately preceding the Seſſion of Parliament 
« in which ſuch Petition is to be preſented.”

The Perſon who affixes the Notices on the 
Church Door ſhould take a Copy thereof, as he will 
be called upon at the Committee on the Bill to 
prove it.

Conſents of Two Thirds of the Proprietors in Num- 
ber and Value are not now in- all cafes —

Tux Forms and Method of ſolliciting Incloſure 
Bills and Eſtate Bills being now laid down, it may 
be right briefly to mention the Obſervation alluded 
to at the End of the Eſtate Bill. It is this, that 
though theſe be the Rules and Orders which each 
Houſe of Parliament has laid down for the Regu- 
lation of their own Proceedings in paſſing theſe 
Bills, and though the Neglect of the Obſervance 
of any of them may occaſion a great delay in the 
buſineſs, yet if they be not all obſerved, nor yet 
diſpenſed with, the Act of Parliament will not 
be thereby rendered invalid or defective. Neither

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Houſe of Parliament, when a Bill is carried from 
one to the other, enquires whether all the Forms 
of the Houſe from which it is brought have been 
complied with, nor is any ſuch Enquiry made 
when it is tendered to the Crown for the Royal 
Aſſent. It is ſuppoſed that all have been obſerved, 
and nothing remains but for the Crown to give its 
aſſent, or to reject it: And a Law thus made, 
though it binds all parties to the Bill, is looked 


upon rather as a private Conveyance than as the 


ſolemn Act of the Legiſlature, and is conſidered 
as a mere private Statute : Nor is any Judge or 
Jury bound to take notice of it, unleſs the ſame 


be ſpecially ſet forth and pleaded to them,
